City must act 
on measures 
to calm traffic, 
auditor finds

Eighteen communities in 
Edmonton that have been 
waiting for speed bumps or 
other traffic-calming to dis¬ 
suade drivers taking short 
cuts through their neigh¬ 
bourhoods might finally get 
them, after a city auditor 
found major problems with 
the program that builds such 
things.

auditor, determined that 
there was no clear point 
person within the city to 
deal with requests from 
communities for traf¬ 
fic-calming and other 
measures designed to 
address drivers taking 
shortcuts. 

Wiun’s audit, re¬ 
leased last week, also 
found that 18 com¬ 
munities are currently 
waiting for a response 
from the city to their 
requests for traffic calm¬ 
ing and that there is a 
complicated process for 
these communities to en¬ 
dure to ask for traffic calming. 

One of them is Belgravia. 

Steve Schroeter, with the 
community league there said 
his neighbourhood sees lots 
of drivers speed through their 
community as a short cut and 
would like the city to look at 
some steps, but so far have 
had only deaf ears. 

“We’re frustrated we have 
been unable to get a response 
from city administration to 
our request,” he said. 

At city council on Monday, 
Mayor Don Iveson said the 
traffic-calming program’s 
flaws are sending a bad mes¬ 
sage. 

“It certainly feels like the 
message to the community 
is that we’re going to make 
this really, really hard because 
we’re not really interested 
in doing this work,” he said.

Restaurant worker 
positive for hep A 


A restaurant worker in southern 
Alberta has tested positive for a 
viral liver disease that can cause 
severe illness. 

Alberta Health Services says 
the food handler at the Origin¬ 
al Joe’s Restaurant and Bar in 
Strathmore has hepatitis A. 

The agency says people who 
ate food there from June 9 to 
June 19 may have been exposed 
to the virus. 

Dr. Judy MacDonald, medical 
officer of health, says Alberta 
Health Services is offering the 
hepatitis A vaccine to those pa¬ 
trons at clinics in Strathmore 
and Chestermere. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says the virus is transmitted 
through contaminated food and 
water or through direct contact 
with an infectious person. 

It says hepatitis A infection 
does not cause chronic liver dis¬ 
ease and is rarely fatal but can 
cause debilitating symptoms, 
including liver failure. 

“While we believe the risk to 
the public is low, hepatitis A is

In 1977, Edmonton boasted 
10 drive-in movie theaters, 
but the city hasn’t had one in 


operation since the Millwoods 
and Twin closed back in 1996. 

The wait has clearly built a 
demand, as tickets to the first 
three showings at the Silver 
Spur — a drive-in that’s been 
mobile for a year but has now 
found a more permanent home 
in a parking lot at Telus Field 
— sold out within 24 hours. 

“Having a permanent space 
changes what I’m doing in a 
lot of ways,” said Fred Thomp¬ 
son, 26, who launched Silver 
Spur Movie Company last year 
after pitching it in his business 


program at NAIT. 

For the first year, Silver Spur 
was a mobile theatre, with 
Thompson setting up in com¬ 
munities in northern Alberta 
and showing nine movies. This 
year, it’ll be far more access¬ 
ible, he said. “For one, we’re 
going to be able to have a more 
consistent operation.” 

Thompson plans to show at 
least 30 movies this summer, 
with a capacity of 80 vehicles. 

“We’re going to run from 
July until the weather says we 
can’t anymore,” he said. 


Many vendors and food- 
truck operators have ex¬ 
pressed interest, said Thomp¬ 
son. “There will be some cool 
partnerships to get something 
new at the drive-in, through¬ 
out the summer, in terms of 
treats.” 

Are you able to come with¬ 
out a car? No, says Thompson. 

The young entrepreneur 
considers this summer’s loca¬ 
tion a solid step toward finding 
a permanent spot for a drive-in 
cinema and showing new re¬ 
leases, which is his future goal.

Notley 
2nd-most 
popular 
premier 

The numbers are in, and it 
looks like Rachel Notley is 
the second-most popular pre¬ 
mier in Canada. 

Albertans gave Notley a 
53 per cent approval rating 
during a survey conducted 
through the Angus Reid In¬ 
stitute (ARI) earlier in June. 
Notley falls second behind 
Saskatchewan’s Brad Wall, 
who once again leads the 
country with an approval 
rating of 61 per cent. 

The ARI survey noted rat¬ 
ings are subject to change 
once Notley is more firmly 
settled into her role and her 
policies are rolled out and 
have time to take effect. 

The survey was done prior 
to the Alberta throne speech, 
which saw corporate and per¬ 
sonal taxes raised, along with 
proposed changes to corpor¬ 
ate and union political do¬ 
nations. 

The online survey of 6,291 
randomized and represent¬ 
ative Angus Reid Forum 
panelists was conducted from 
May 26 to June 7, and a prob¬ 
ability sample of that size is 
supposed to have a margin of 
error of plus or minus 1.2 per 
cent, 19 times out of 20. metro

City planners want to crack 
down on signs that don’t fit 
the historic character of Old 
Strathcona, but plan to use car¬ 
rots for a long time before they 
consider using a stick. 

The city has surveyed the 


signs along Whyte Avenue and 
found that 70 per cent don’t 
have permits. 

Permits are required for a 
sign in any part of the city, but 
in Old Strathcona, which is a 
provincially designated heritage 
area, signs have to meet more 
stringent rules. 

City planner Stuart Kehrig 
said the city is looking to deal 
with the issue gently. 

“We will be exhausting all 
options before we even look 
at enforcement,” he said. “We 
want businesses to prosper and 
we want the area to prosper.” 

Karen Tabor, with the Old 
Strathcona Foundation, said the 
group has noticed standards slip-

ping in the area for some time. 

She said signs might seem like 
a minor thing to clamp down 
on, but they can start a process. 
“If you start to erode those 


small pieces of character, then 
other pressures can come,” she 
said. 

Last year the sign at Meat, 
a new restaurant, prompted a 
minor uproar, but when the res¬ 
taurant came in for a permit the 
design cleared the city’s rules, 
according to Kehrig. 

Murray Davison, with the Old 
Strathcona Foundation, said that 
incident has lead to businesses 
being more pro-active and he 
doesn’t think this new campaign 
will hurt the area. 

“Everyone is coming to us 
now ahead of time asking what 
the regulations are, so it’s not 
deterring anyone from opening 
up a business.”

‘For this 
silence, we 
apologize’: 
Premier 


Premier Rachel Notley apologized 
Monday on behalf of Alberta to 
indigenous peoples for abuse in 
residential schools, and added 
her voice to an inquiry for mis¬ 
sing and murdered aboriginal 


“We want the First Nation, 
Metis and Inuit people of Alberta 
to know that we deeply regret 
the profound harm and damage 
that occurred to generations of 
children forced to attend resi¬ 
dential schools,” said Notley in 
a speech to the house. 

“Although the province did 
not estab¬ 
lish this 
system, 
members 
of this 
chamber 
at the 
time did 
not take 
a stand 
against it. 

“And

for this silence, we apologize.” 

In the galleiy watching the 
speech were a number of invited 
guests of the premier, including 
residential school survivors. 

Earlier this month, the na¬ 
tional Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission detailed more than 
a centuiy of institutionalized 
abuse of generations of aborigin¬ 
al children in residential schools. 

The report, based on inter¬ 
views with thousands of sur¬ 
vivors, detailed the plight of 
youngsters forcibly separated 
from their families to endure 
loneliness, cruelty and physical 
and mental abuse tantamount to 
“cultural genocide.” 

The report made 94 recom¬ 
mendations to repair the bonds 
between the country and its 
founding peoples, including 
that Canada adopt and imple¬ 
ment the United Nations Declara¬ 
tion on the Rights of Indigenous 
Peoples as the framework for 
reconciliation. 

Notley also urged the federal 
government to convene an in¬ 
quiry on missing and murdered 
aboriginal women. 

Numerous provincial, national 
and international organizations, 
including a committee of the 
United Nations, have been call¬ 
ing for such an inquiiy to shed 
light on the root causes for the 
disproportionately high number 
of indigenous women who are 
missing or have been murdered. 

Last week, the RCMP reported 
that since 1980, there have been 
1,049 murdered aboriginal 
women and another 175 have 
disappeared.

City seeks spare 
parts for LRT

Trains aren’t running on the 
Metro Line LRT tracks, but the 
city is already working to build 
an inventory of spare parts for 
the Thales-designed signalling 
system, which has caused five 
official delays to date. 

Edmonton has put out a re¬ 
quest for a bidder to purchase 
218 parts described as “railroad 
signal and warning devices” as 
well as “miscellaneous electric¬ 
al components” for the Thales 
signalling system, as outlined 


in a proposal on Alberta Pur¬ 
chasing Connect, a tendering 
website. 

Graeme McElheran, com¬ 
munications manager with 
transportation services at the 
city, said Thales has to provide 
spare parts for its system as 
part of its current contract 
with the city, and that those 
parts come with a two-year 
warranty. 

But the city’s request for ex¬ 
tra items goes above the Thales 
Group requirement, McElheran 
explained, adding that its ex¬ 
perience with delays has partly 
informed this decision. 

“What’s unique about the 
Metro Line system is the time¬ 
line has been challenging,” 
McElheran said. “In order to 
mitigate any future challenges, 
we don’t want to have any kind 
of wait time for a spare part 
associated with the system.” 

McElheran added previous 
experience has shown that ac¬ 


quiring spare parts can require 
long lead times. 

A request for spare parts 
was never part of the original 
plan for the 3.3-lcilometre ex¬ 
tension to NAIT, McElheran 
said, but it is “one of manage¬ 
ment’s approaches to being 
proactive, long-term, for Metro 
operations.” 

“We want to have spare 
parts on hand for the long¬ 
term prosperity of people rid¬ 
ing the LRT so it’s easier for 
us to have them in a timely 
fashion,” he said. 

With delay after delay and 
no set opening date in sight, 
Coun. Mike Nickel questions 
whether it’s necessary to be 
buying these parts ahead of 
when the need is there. 

“I appreciate good inventory 
management, but the issue is 
that you don’t want to throw 
too much money in inventory 
that it sits on the shelf,” he 
said.

Consultant asked to provide 
direction for LRT planning 


Where should Edmonton build 
LRT first in the future? The 
city says it wants a fresh pair 
of eyes to decide whether it 
should build in the west end. 
Old Strathcona or another spot 
in the city, and it is asking for 
a consultant to provide them. 

City officials said this first-of- 
its-kind report on LRT will help 
them provide a case to council 
on which LRT projects they 
should be seeking funding for. 

“It will be looking at not just 


lines as a whole but pieces of 
the lines,” said Natalie Lazurko, 
general supervisor with facility 
and capital planning at the city. 

With dollars tight both prov- 
incially and federally when it 
comes to mass transit, the city 
wants the consultant to also 
crunch the numbers and innov¬ 
ate when it comes to seeking 
necessary dollars to build LRT. 

“The outside set of eyes 
is really important when it 
comes to the funding mech¬ 


anism piece just to look at 
other potential possibility,” 
said Lazurko. 

Once those ideas are put 
in ink, a public engagement 
consultant will bring the ideas 
to the people and provide top 
three recommended LRT seg¬ 
ments as part of a business 
case that includes input from 
residents.

— and have cut the money they 
spend on sets and costumes 
to do so.

“We didn’t want to limp 
back into the park. We don’t 
want to go back to one show 
or a shortened run ... other¬ 
wise we’re just hindering our¬ 
selves in the long term,” said 
Konopaki. 

Shakespeare plays per¬ 
formed in the park has become 
a tradition in Edmonton, with 


shows running for four weeks 
starting in late June. Last year’s 
relocation was the first time in 
the group’s 25-year-long his¬ 
tory that it wasn’t in the park. 

The change in venue may 
have set the production crew 
back but there’s hope it can 
replenish its “rainy day” fund 
and look for a back-up out¬ 
door venue should they need 
it so they can avoid relocation 
troubles.

SALVAGED 

Making 'garbage’ 
into gourmet rood

Top Edmonton chefs are 
set to teach people how 
to waste less food this Friday by 
cooking with veggies and 
fruits that would be thrown 
away by overly finicky 
supermarkets or consumers. 

The event, called SalvagED, 
is being thrown by the Alder 
Food Security Society at 
Earth’s General Store, down¬ 
town, and it’s the volunteer 
group’s first. 

“There are a lot of great 
people in the local food com¬ 
munity,” said Carley-Jane 
Stanton, the 
group’s found¬ 
er. 

“Those rela¬ 
tionships and 
education are 
really inaccess¬ 
ible if you can’t 
pay for it.” 

At SalvagED, 

four chefs will prepare meals 
for anyone who comes by 
using food that would have 
been thrown away either by 
supermarkets or consumers — 
food that is cosmetically less 
than “perfect” but otherwise 
absolutely edible. 

Some studies estimate that 
supermarkets reject more 
than 30 per cent of fruits 
and vegetables because they 
believe consumers will re¬ 
ject them. 

The theme of wasting less 
sits well with some. 

“I’m glad that food is now 
the cool thing to talk about,”

said Tamisam Bencz-Knight, 
spokeswoman for the Edmon¬ 
ton Food Bank. 

“Food literacy is not just 
learning about how to grow 
food — it’s learning how to 
prepare food and pick the 
right food.” 

The Edmonton Food Bank 
has also run a program for 
garden donations since 1997 
called “Plant a row. Grow a 
row.” 

Reducing food waste has be¬ 
come a popular trend since a 
French supermarket launched 
what it called its Inglorious 
Fruit campaign last summer. 

Canadian grocery chains 
have gotten on board with 
Loblaw’s Naturally Imperfect, 
and Safeway’s 
Misfits lines, 
as notable ex¬ 
amples. 

Stanton said 
she was in¬ 
spired to start 
her group after 
working as an 
employee of 
River Bend Gardens, a vendor 
at several farmers’ markets. 

Working at the downtown 
farmers’ market, Stanton 
said she sees the inner ring 
of affluent shoppers able 
to come to such markets, 
and then those on the 
outskirts, many of whom live 
in the area, noticeably ex¬ 
cluded. 

Stanton said her group will 
partner with local farmers, 
restaurants, grocery stories, 
and households to help them 
reduce their food waste, give 
back to the city, and create a 
food culture open to everyone. 
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Speeding vehicles, fading road paint and a lack of overhead flashing lights make a Jasper 
Avenue crosswalk a scary place, according to a survey of area residents, metro

As reconstruction of the west¬ 
ern end of Jasper Avenue is be¬ 
ing proposed, area residents 
are asking why some cross¬ 
walk markings on the major 
road have yet to be repainted 
and why it’s so hard to get 
overhead flashing lights in¬ 
stalled. 

Their calls come after a re¬ 
cent report showed that while 
traffic collisions in Edmonton 
have dropped in 2014, pedes¬ 
trian collisions are up. 

“We have six uncontrolled 
crosswalks along west Jasper, 
often governing seven lanes 
of traffic,” said Lisa Brown, 
president of the Oliver Com¬ 
munity League. “The city will 
start public consultation in the 
fall of 2017 regarding Jasper 
Avenue revitalization, but in 


the meantime, we need traf¬ 
fic-calming measures along 
Jasper.” 

Brown points to a 2014 
survey that showed seven of 
the top 20 crosswalks of con¬ 
cern are in Oliver, five on the 
west stretch of Jasper where 
vehicles amp up to speeds of 
60 km/h and over with no cues 
to slow them down. 

“At the very least, the city 
should be repainting cross¬ 
walk road marks and adding 
flashing lights,” she said.

Brown advocates narrower 
lanes along West Jasper and 
curb extensions that make 
pedestrians more visible. 

“We need controlled cross¬ 
walks at every intersection, 
not taking them out, as has 
been suggested. Blocks along 
Jasper are long. Do we want to 
make the city even less friend¬ 


ly to pedestrians?” 

Geriy Shimlco, executive dir¬ 
ector of the city’s office of traf¬ 
fic safety, said there is concern 
about the number of seniors 
killed by motor vehicles while 
out walking, and the office is 
considering “improved guide¬ 
lines” for pedestrian crossings, 
possibly placing them where 
there are more seniors. 

“1 don’t always feel safe,” 
said Westmount resident Faus¬ 
tina Nuako, “especially cross¬ 
ing here (at Jasper and 113th 
Street), where there’s four 
lanes of traffic going both 
ways. Sometimes I run across.” 

Oliver resident Sean Elgood, 
who works downtown, said 
he walks Jasper Avenue every 
weekday. 

“Technically we have the 
right of way, but I’m not going 
to argue with a ton of metal,” 
he said. 

Laura McNabb, with the 
city’s department of transpor¬ 
tation operations, said a report 
is going to the transportation 
committee June 29. The city 
will be able to comment on 
pedestrian safety issues after 
that, she said.

75-year-old 
maintained 
his innocence 
from the start 

A senior citizen who spent more 
than half his life branded as his 
wife’s killer finally cleared his 
name on Monday amid new evi¬ 
dence that she died of natural 
causes. 

The Ontario Court of Appeal 
formally acquitted John Salmon 
of manslaughter in the 1970 
death of Maxine Ditchfield, re¬ 
versing a verdict that once sent 
him to prison for nearly four 
years. “I’m ecstatic,” Salmon said 
outside court. “I’m happy, I’m 
pleased I finally got this closure.” 

The former welder, now 75, 
was originally convicted after a 
juiy decided he beat Ditchfield 
to death in a drunken rage. But 
Monday’s court decision was 
based on evidence, unearthed 


by the Association in Defence 
of the Wrongly Convicted, that 
she died of injuries from several 
falls after having a stroke. 

Salmon’s son Randy said he 
hoped the acquittal would start 
to mend the damage done to 


his father, and prompt a differ¬ 
ent response from people who 
have shunned him for decades. 

Salmon’s ordeal began in Sep¬ 
tember 1970 after Ditchfield fell 
out of her chair during a night 
of heavy drinking with friends 


in Woodstock, Ont. 

Salmon told his trial that his 
common-law wife became in¬ 
creasingly clumsy and fell several 
more times in the hours after 
her initial tumble. He eventually 
called a doctor after she became 


unresponsive. Ditchfield died in 
hospital the next day. 

An autopsy determined she 
had sustained several head in¬ 
juries delivered with “extreme 
force.” Pathologist Dr. Michael 
Dietrich told Salmon’s trial that 
her injuries were from a severe 
beating. 

Salmon, who argued un¬ 
successfully he had not harmed 
her, maintained his innocence 
long after he was granted parole 
in 1974. He enlisted help from 
the advocacy group in 2000 after 
learning of Steven Truscott’s dec¬ 
ades-long battle to clear his name 
of a wrongful murder conviction. 

Three pathologists the group 
hired to re-examine the medical 
evidence concluded Ditchfield’s 
injuries weren’t consistent with 
a beating. They found her falls 
had damaged one of her arteries, 
caused a blood clot to form and 
triggered a fatal stroke. 

In court Monday, prosecutors 
apologized to Salmon for what 
they called a miscarriage of jus¬ 
tice. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


A senator facing published al¬ 
legations that he had a sexual 
relationship that ended earlier 
this year with a 16-year-old girl 
has hired a lawyer. 

Ottawa law firm Conway Bax¬ 
ter Wilson LLP issued a state¬ 
ment on Sunday saying Baxter 
has been retained “with respect 
to proceedings” of the Senate 
Ethics officer and a Senate com¬ 
mittee, but does not provide fur¬ 
ther details. Senate Speaker Leo 
Housakos said last week that he 
referred the allegations involving 
Meredith to the ethics officer. 

Meredith quit the Conserva¬ 
tive caucus last week after the 
Toronto Star reported that a 
woman, who is now 18, said 
she had a sexual relationship 
with him that began shortly after 
she turned 16. 

The Senate is also conducting 
what it calls a workplace assess¬ 
ment. Although there is no for¬ 
mal complaint against him, 
Senate sources have confirmed 
that the review is looking into 
allegations against Meredith of 
verbal abuse, bullying and sexual 
misconduct in the workplace.

LAC-MEGANTIC 

Federal government lays new 
charges in train derailment 


Six people on both sides of 
the border have been charged 
following a Transport Canada 
investigation that found an 
insufficient number of hand¬ 
brakes were applied to the 
train that barrelled into Lac- 
Megantic almost two years ago. 

The government says in a 
release that the investigation 
under the Railway Safety Act 
also found the handbrakes 
were not tested properly. 

The Public Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice of Canada says charges 
have been laid against both 
Montreal, Maine and Atlantic 
Canada and Montreal, Maine 


and Atlantic Railway Ltd. 

The six individuals charged 
are railway president Robert 
Grindrod; company executives 
Lynne Ellen Labonte and Ken¬ 
neth Strout; train driver Thom¬ 
as Harding; manager of train 
operations Jean Demaitre; and 
the company’s assistant trans¬ 
portation director, Mike Horan. 

None of the charges have 
been tested in court. All those 
charged will appear in court 
in Lac-Megantic on Nov. 12. 

Seven people along with the 
railway companies have also 
been charged with one count 
under the fisheries protection 


division of the Fisheries Act 
for allowing oil to spill or be 
dumped in two fish-bearing 
bodies of water between July 
4 and 7, 2013, following the 
accident. 

Already, three former rail¬ 
way employees each face 47 
counts of criminal negligence 
causing death. A conviction 
carries a maximum life sen¬ 
tence. 

Harding, Demaitre and rail¬ 
way traffic controller Richard 
Labrie have all pleaded not 
guilty. Their trial is set to start 
Sept. 8.

FORT MCMURRAY 

Two small planes collide mid¬ 
air in Alberta, leaving two dead 


Mounties say a mid-air collision 
occured Sunday night east of Fort 
McMurray, leaving two dead. 

Police say one of the planes 
landed safely and the lone pilot 
was uninjured. A medical heli¬ 
copter searched for the other 
plane and found that it had 
crashed east of the city. 

Police got to the crash site and 
confirmed the two people in the 


aircraft were dead. 

McMurray Aviation in Fort 
McMurray said in a tweet that 
one of its training aircraft was 
involved, but wouldn’t give any 
other information. 

John Cottreau, spokesman 
with the Transportation Safety 
Board of Canada, said the planes 
involved were a Cessna 172 and 
a Cessna 185. He said it was the 


Cessna 172 that crashed. 

“Both planes are typically used 
as pleasure craft,” Cottreau said 
from Gatineau, Que. “I know 
that a lot of pilots have trained 
on both those aircraft.” 

TSB investigators were on 
their way to the crash scene 
and Cottreau said they should 
be there by Monday afternoon.

B.C.’s chief conservation officer 
says tips are coming in about the 
identity of several boaters seen 
harassing a swimming moose 
before one of them jumped on 
the animal’s back for a ride. 

Doug Forsdick says that while 
a YouTube video posted Satur¬ 
day shows the men laughing at 
their friend’s apparent exploit, 
he found it hard to watch be¬ 
cause the moose would have 
been stressed. 

Forsdick says an investigation 
is underway but he couldn’t say 
when the video was taken or 
where, except that it was some¬ 
where in northern B.C. 

He says harassment of wildlife 
is a serious offence and carries a 
minimum fine of $345 and up 
to $100,000. 

Forsdick says moose usually 
like to stay away from people 
and there have been other in¬ 
cidents involving boaters who 
tiy to chase the animals or herd 
them back into the water. He 
says that could lead to the death 
of a stressed-out animal or cause 
serious injuiy to people.

A British Columbia Mountie con¬ 
victed of lying to a public inquiiy 
has been sentenced to 30 months 
in prison. 

RCMP Const. Kwesi Milling¬ 
ton was found guilty of perjury 
earlier this year after a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court judge concluded he 
colluded with his fellow officers 
over testimony given before a 
public inquiry looking into the 
death ofRobert Dziekanski. 

Millington was one of four offi¬ 
cers who approached Dziekanski 
at Vancouver’s airport in October 
2007. Within seconds of the con¬ 
frontation with the Polish man, 
officers jolted him with a Taser. 
He died on the floor of Vancou¬ 
ver’s airport. 

All four officers were charged 
with peijuiy. Millington and for¬ 


mer corporal Benjamin (Monty) 
Robinson were convicted, while 
constables Bill Bentley and Geny 
Rundel were acquitted. 


Dziekanski’s mother, Zofia 
Cisowslci, said she’s pleased 
Millington is headed to prison. 
“I’m now shaking, but I start 


crying because I was waiting 
eight years about this sentence,” 
she said outside the court on 
Monday.

Justice William Ehrclce said 
the sentence for Millington had 
to denounce the officer’s actions 
and provide a deterrence. 

Perjury is a very serious 
offence that undermines the 
administration of justice, Ehrclce 
told the court. 

Millington’s lawyer had asked 
for a one-year conditional sen¬ 
tence, while the Crown sought 
three years behind bars. 

Millington’s lawyer has indi¬ 
cated there will be an appeal of 
his client’s conviction. 

Gordon Comer, spokesman 
for the Criminal Justice Branch, 
said Millington will begin his 
sentence on Monday but can 
apply for bail, pending a decision 
on his appeal, the Canadian press

Tories create HarperPAC 


Conservatives have formed a 
political action committee (PAC) 
to counter attacks against Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper from 
progressive groups and labour 
unions. 

A group of former ministerial 
aides have created HarperPAC, 
a vehicle that allows Conserva¬ 
tives to raise and spend money 
beyond the limits and disclo¬ 
sure rules imposed on political 
parties. 

HarperPAC is a direct response 
to Engage Canada, a group of vet¬ 
eran Liberal and NDP strategists 


who have been collecting money 
from unions and other groups 
to run a concerted campaign 
against Harper’s re-election. 

Engage Canada’s first tele¬ 
vision ad began running earlier 
this month, asserting that in¬ 
come inequality has skyrocketed 
under Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and that his Conserva¬ 
tives “won’t be there for you.” 

HarperPAC spokesman Ste¬ 
phen Taylor says his group is 
needed to counter what he calls 
the “tide of cash from profes¬ 
sional leftist agitators and big 


union bosses” aiming to take 
down the Harper government. 

Third parties such as Harper¬ 
PAC and Engage Canada are not 
subject to any spending Emits 
in the weeks leading up to the 
formal call of an election; nor 
do they have to disclose who 
gives them money or how much 
they spend. 

Once the election is called, 
each third party is subject to 
disclosure rules and can spend 
no more than $205,800 over the 
course of a 37-day campaign. 
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DIPLOMACY 

Trudeau says Harper has 
strained ties with the U.S. 


Justin Trudeau is accusing Ste¬ 
phen Harper of flubbing Canada’s 
most important diplomatic rela¬ 
tionship — with the U.S. 

The Liberal leader says that 
after almost a decade of Harper 
as prime minister, Canada has 
less influence in Washington. 

He attributes that to belliger¬ 
ence and hyper-partisanship that 
Trudeau says renders the prime 
minister unable to work with 
people who don’t share his ideol¬ 
ogy, like President Barack Obama. 


Trudeau also says Harper has 
taken a “churlish” approach to 
Mexico, failing to recognize that 
Mexico is now an equal or greater 
strategic preoccupation in Wash¬ 
ington than Canada. 

He notes that the Harper gov¬ 
ernment imposed visa require¬ 
ments on Mexicans and cancelled 
a trilateral summit with the lead¬ 
ers of the U.S. and Mexico last 
winter. Trudeau says he’d remove 
those restrictions and reschedule 
the summit, the Canadian press

Items recovered from a remote 
hunting cabin might be linked

State Police Maj. Charles 
Guess said at a news confer¬ 
ence that authorities had 
“specific items” from the 
Adirondack cabin some 20 
miles west of the prison and 
sent them to labs for DNA 
and other testing. He would 
not elaborate on the items 
but characterized the latest 
search effort — one of many 
over the past 17 days — as a 
confirmed lead. 

“There are a number of fac¬ 
tors that make this a complex 
search: the weather, the ter¬ 
rain, the environment and 


frankly the vast scope of the 
north country of the Adiron- 
daclcs,” Guess said. 

He urged residents and sea¬ 
sonal camp owners to call po¬ 
lice if they notice anything out 
of place or capture footage on 
trail cameras of any suspicious 
activity. 


Acting Franklin County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Glenn MacNeill 
had told WPTZ-TV on Sunday 
that a hunter had reported 
seeing a person fleeing from 
a camp in the area.

Tiny island nation legalizes 
gay marriage 

Pitcairn Island, home to just 
48 people, has passed a law 
allowing same-sex marriage 
— but has no gay couples 
wanting to wed. 

First settled in 1790, Pit¬ 
cairn is a British Overseas 
Territory that has some 
legal autonomy and is often 
considered the world's 
smallest country by popula¬ 
tion. Islanders are des¬ 
cended from the mutineers 
of the British navy vessel 
Bounty and their Tahitian 
companions. 

Pitcairn Deputy Governor 
Kevin Lynch said Monday 
the new law came into ef¬ 
fect May 15 but initially 
wasn't published online 
after the island's website 
encountered some tech¬ 
nical issues. He said the 
change was suggested 
by British authorities after 
England, Wales and Scot¬ 
land legalized same-sex 
marriage last year. He said 
the law change was unani¬ 
mously approved by the lo¬ 
cal council.

Benjamin Brafman, a 
lawyer representing bride 
Anna Goldshmidt and her 
husband Elan Stratiyevsky, 
says they intend to sue or 
negotiate with the hotel for 
the costs of the wedding.

Confederate 
flag bipartisan 
target after 
massacre 

South Carolina’s governor de¬ 
clared Monday that the Confeder¬ 
ate flag should be removed from 
the grounds of the Statehouse, 
reflecting what she described as 
a new consensus that the slay¬ 
ings of nine black churchgoers 
mandate that the divisive symbol 
be taken down. 

Republican Gov. Nikla Haley’s 
about-face comes just days after 


authorities charged Dylann 
Storm Roof, 21, with murder. The 
young white man appeared in 
photos waving Confederate flags 
and desecrating U.S. flags, and 
purportedly wrote of fomenting 
racial violence. Survivors told 
police he hurled racial insults 
during the attack. 

“The murderer now locked up 
in Charleston said he hoped his 
actions would start a race war. 
We have an opportunity to show 
that not only was he wrong, but 
that just the opposite is happen¬ 
ing,” she said, flanked by Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans, blacks 
and whites who joined her call. 

“My hope is that by removing 
a symbol that divides us, we can

Greece has finally offered eco¬ 
nomic reforms that creditors 
consider potentially acceptable, 
giving Prime Minister Alexis 
Tsipras a couple days to turn 
a spirit of goodwill into a deal 
that might keep the country 
from a painful exit from the 
euro currency. 

Even though a firm deal 
to get Greece more loans re¬ 
mained elusive Monday, lead¬ 
ers from the 19 euro nations 
and the International Monetary 
Fund said Tsipras’ new reforms 
plan offered the basis to break 
a four-month deadlock in talks. 

Uncertainty over Greece has 
sapped confidence in global 
markets, particularly in Eur¬ 
ope, and threatened the finan¬ 
cial future of Greeks. 

“I want to end this polit¬ 
ical gambling,” said European 
Union President Donald Tusk 
at an emergency summit on 
the issue. 

In its compromise proposal, 
Greece is offering about 8 bil¬ 
lion euros ($9 billion) in high¬ 
er taxes and austerity meas¬ 
ures over the next two years, 
a Greek government official 
said on condition of anonym¬ 
ity because the measures had 
not been officially announced. 

Financial officials gave a ten¬ 
tative endorsement to Greece’s 
proposals for spending cuts and 
reforms they would make in 
exchange for billions of euros 
in fresh loans. Greece needs 
the money urgently as it faces 
a June 30 debt repayment it 
cannot afford. 

Since coming to power in 
January, the new government 
has refused to make more 
budget austerity measures, 
which it blames for devastat¬ 
ing the economy. It has since 
softened its approach, but it 
remains reluctant to take all 
steps creditors demand.

Palestinian, 
Israeli groups 
guilty, report 
charges 

A much-awaited United Nations 
report into the 2014 Gaza war re¬ 
leased Monday found that both 
Israel and Palestinian militant 
groups may have committed 
war crimes during the conflict. 

Both Israel and Gaza’s Hamas 
rulers quickly rejected the re¬ 
port’s findings, which said 
Palestinian militants targeted 
civilians in their rocket attacks, 
while Israeli forces likely used 
“disproportionate” force in civil¬ 
ian areas of the Gaza Strip — 
both identified by the UN com¬ 
mittee as potential war crimes. 

While Israel long has had a 
contentious relationship with 
the United Nations, the stakes 
now are much higher as Pales¬ 
tinians have joined the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court and 
are pursuing war crimes charges 


against Israel. Monday’s report 
could play a key role in the case 
against Israel. 

“The extent of the devastation 
and human suffering in Gaza 
was unprecedented and will 
impact generations to come,” 
said Maiy McGowan Davis, the 
chair of the commission. “There 
is also ongoing fear in Israel 
among communities who come 
under regular threat.” 

The war started July 8,2014, 
after the kidnapping and killing 
of three Israeli teenagers in the 
West Bank, as well as the subse¬ 
quent kidnapping and burning 
alive of a Palestinian teenager 
in an apparent revenge attack. 
Israel responded to the teens’ 
kidnapping by arresting hun¬ 
dreds of Hamas members in 
raids in the West Bank, prompt¬ 
ing militant groups in Gaza to 
step up their rocket attacks. 

More than 2,200 Palestinians, 
including hundreds of civilians, 
were killed during the fighting, 
according to UN and Palestin¬ 
ian officials, while 73 people, 
including six civilians, died on 
the Israeli side.

Israel preemptively criticized 
the report as biased. In particu¬ 
lar, Israel took issue with the UN 
Human Rights Council that com¬ 
missioned the inquiry, saying it 
is stacked with countries that 
focus disproportionate attention 
on Israel while having poor hu¬ 
man rights records themselves. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu insisted that 
throughout the conflict Israel 
acted according to international 
law and he criticized the UN Hu¬ 
man Rights Council on Monday 
as a body that does “everything 
but worry about human rights.”

Bombers kill 30 at 
crowded mosque 


Two girls blew themselves up on 
Monday near a crowded mosque 
in northeast Nigeria’s biggest 
city, killing about 30 people, 
witnesses said. 

It is the fourth suicide bomb¬ 
ing this month in Maiduguri, 
which is the birthplace of the 
Boko Haram Islamic extrem¬ 
ist group. 

Fishmonger Idi Idrisa said one 
teenager exploded as she ap¬ 
proached the mosque crowded 
with people from the nearby 
Baga Road fish market, per¬ 
forming afternoon prayers dur¬ 
ing the holy month of Ramadan. 

The second teen appeared 
to run away and blew up fur¬ 
ther away, killing only herself, 
he said. 

Civilian defence fighter Sama 
Ila Abu said he counted at least 
30 corpses as he helped collect 
the dead. Both men said said 
there were many injured. 

Boko Haram has kidnapped 
hundreds and hundreds of girls 
and women and the numbers 
of female suicide bombers has 
raised fears that it is using the 
captives in its campaign.

An American nun and two fellow 
Catholic peace activists will like¬ 
ly remain free after prosecutors 
said they will not seek to have a 
sabotage charge reconsidered. 

Sister Megan Rice was origin¬ 
ally sentenced to three years 
for vandalizing a bunker stor¬ 
ing much of the nation’s bomb- 
grade uranium. Sixty-six-year-old 
Michael Walli and 60-year-old 
Greg Boertje-Obed were each 
sentenced to five years. 

Rice, 85 said in a phone inter¬ 
view that the news is a relief. 
However, she said she still wants 
the facts to get out about the pur¬ 
pose of their action. “We were 
exposing and opposing crimes 
against humanity, which the 
intention to build weapons of 
mass destruction happens to be 


most blatantly,” she said. 

In 2012, the activists cut 
through fences and sneaked into 
a secured complex. Once there, 
they hung banners, prayed and 
hammered on the outside wall of 
the bunker to symbolize a Bible 
passage that refers to the end of 
war: “They will beat their swords 
into ploughshares.” 


They were convicted in 2013 
of sabotage, but last month, a 
court of appeals threw out that 
conviction. 

They were ordered resen¬ 
tenced on a remaining convic¬ 
tion for injuring government 
property. However, they were 
released from prison on the 
grounds that their new senten¬ 


ces would likely be shorter than 
the two years they had already 
served.

Police: Teen’s killing spree foiled 


A 19-year-old man has been 
taken into custody after telling 
an undercover FBI employee that 
he wanted to support the Islamic 
State group by killing as many 
as 1,000 people in the United 
States, authorities said Monday. 

Justin Nojan Sullivan from 
the town of Morganton, North 
Carolina, faces several charges, 
including attempting to provide 
material support to the Islamic 
State group. Sullivan “was plan¬ 
ning assassinations and violent 
attacks in the United States,” said 
Assistant Attorney General for 
National Security John R Carlin.

According to the criminal com¬ 
plaint, Sullivan planned to buy a 
semi-automatic rifle on June 20 
at a gun show so that he could 
kill as many as 1,000 people and 
demonstrate his support of the 
Islamic State group. 


Federal authorities began in¬ 
vestigating Sullivan after his fath¬ 
er told emergency dispatchers in 
April that his son was destroying 
religious items in their home. “I 
don’t know if it is ISIS or what, 
but he is destroying Buddhas and 
figurines and stuff,” the com¬ 
plaint quotes Sullivan’s father 
as telling an emergency hotline. 

The undercover FBI employ¬ 
ee who first made contact with 
Sullivan in early June said Sulli¬ 
van described himself as a Mus¬ 
lim convert. Two days later, he 
said he wanted to kill people.

1,000 Russians said to join ISIL 


More than 1,000 Russian nation¬ 
als have joined the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant and they 
could pose a major threat when 
they return, Russia’s Security 
Council chief said. 

Nikolai Patrushev told the 
business daily Kommersant in 
an interview published Monday 
that they form “sleeper cells” 
and could mount terror attacks 
in the future on orders from 
their bosses. 

“They can fully integrate into 
society, pretending to observe 
its norms and laws,” he said. 


“But when it’s needed, terror¬ 
ist leaders could use such ‘law- 
abiding citizens’ for preparing 
or conducting terror attacks.” 
Patrushev said ISIL recruiters 
have been active in Russia and 
ex-Soviet Central Asian nations, 
particularly focusing on young 
people and members of ethnic 
minorities. 

In one recent case, a 19-year- 
old student of the elite Moscow 
State University was detained 
in a Turkish border town. She 
and 12 other Russians were 
believed to be en route to Syria 


to join ISIL. 

President Vladimir Putin said 
last week that despite the rift 
with the West over Ukraine, 
Russia considers it necessary 
to strengthen international co¬ 
operation in fighting IS, which 
he described as “absolute evil.” 

After two separatist wars 
in Chechnya, Russia is still 
facing an Islamic insurgency 
in several provinces of the 
North Caucasus where mil¬ 
itants mount sporadic attacks 
on police and other officials.

A report by RBC Economics 
says housing affordability 
continued to decline in To¬ 
ronto and Vancouver, while 
conditions for homebuyers 
improved in Alberta during 
the first quarter of the year 
as lower oil prices caused the 
real estate market to soften. 

RBC says mortgage rate cuts 
improved the affordability 
of homes in many Canadian 
housing markets where prices 
didn’t accelerate too rapidly. 

That offset rapid price 


growth in Toronto and Van¬ 
couver, leaving national af¬ 
fordability levels relatively 
flat. 

RBC says demand in softer 
markets such as Montreal and 
Ottawa began to pick up. 

The RBC Housing Afford¬ 
ability study measures the 
proportion of household in¬ 
come that is needed to service 
the costs of owning a home at 
current market values. 

On a national level, RBC 
says affordability edged 0.3 
percentage points lower for 
condos to 27.1 per cent, while 
for detached homes it declined 
0.2 percentage points to 47.9 
per cent. 

The bank predicts that rate 
hikes from the central bank, 
which is expected to raise its 
trend-setting overnight inter-

Exploring the back 
alleys of the city’s grief 



The past week has seen a 
tremendous expression of 
public mourning, all of it 
tied in some way to the 
street. 

I’ve tried to understand 
the disparity between two 
events — the mass out¬ 
pouring of grief for Const. 
Daniel Woodall, and the 
lack thereof for the deaths 
of people like Andrea Marie 
Berg. I keep coming back to 
the idea of mobility, to the 
metaphor of the roads and 
the meaning that they hold 
when it comes to authority. 

Our public displays of 
loss (at least for law en¬ 
forcement officials) seem 
designed to be accessible 
by car, or to happen in the 
very space we make exclu¬ 
sive to cars. Our words of 
grief for a fallen police offi¬ 


cer (Woodall was shot while 
making an arrest) is tied 
with blue ribbons to over¬ 
passes and traffic lights. We 
shut down Jasper Avenue, 
an artery of our city, so that 
thousands of police officers 
could carry one of their 
own to a public memorial. 

I feel that this is what 
mourning looks like when 
it is sponsored by car cul¬ 
ture. 

Meanwhile, a woman’s 
body is found beaten and 
stuffed into a shopping cart 
in a back alley — the part 
of the road we hide behind 
our houses, and where we 
put out our garbage — and 
no road was closed. 

Woodall’s death was 
tragic, unexpected and ter¬ 
rible. But we wouldn’t be 
grieving so publicly if Woo¬ 
dall didn’t represent some¬ 
thing more, and much of 
that “more”, I think, is tied 
up with notions of mobil¬ 
ity — both physical and so¬ 
cial — in our city. Woodall 


is the essence of mobility. 
Police literally control the 
traffic in the city. Berg’s 
narrative, on the other 
hand, is all about a lack of 
mobility. 

Take how early reports 
suggested (incorrectly) that 
Berg was aboriginal. This fit 
into how many of us quietly 
think aboriginal women 
are killed in Edmonton: 
far from the public eye, vi¬ 
ciously. Then Berg’s name 
and ethnicity was released. 
Things shifted, subtly. I 
read media reports saying 
that Berg was just a “sweet 
girl” who made a few bad 
choices and got into drugs. 
She could have moved out 
her position, these reports 
seem to imply, had she just 
had the chance. 

Just as there is a hier¬ 
archy to the roads, the 
thoroughfares and the back 
alleys, there is a hierarchy 
to human life in our city. 
These two recent deaths 
highlight how these hier-

archies can intersect. 

I talk a lot about how 
our obsession with motor 
vehicles prevents us from 
recognizing our common 
humanity — and how walk¬ 
ing, biking and taking pub¬ 
lic transit let us participate 
more thoroughly in our 
communities. Getting out of 
our cars means getting onto 
the side streets, the paths 
and the alleys. 

I would like a city where 
our expressions of public 
grief did the same.

It was 
an idea echoed on Sunday 
at the first mass at Emanuel 
African Methodist Episcopal 
Church since the attack, when 
the reverend said, "The nine 
families get it." 

On this side of the border, 
another act of great forgive¬ 
ness recently resurfaced 
when the RCMP arrested a 
man in connection with the 
kidnapping of Amanda Lind- 
hout.

Somalia in 2008 and then tor¬ 
tured for 15 months, Lindhout 
has since preached a mes¬ 
sage of forgiveness, especially 
toward the young boys who 
guarded her. 

In both cases, we, the 
public, are left awed and 
enthralled. There's an instinct 
to understand these people, 
to celebrate and even worship 
them a little. Our fascination 
with their forgiveness has 
a way of overwhelming the 
story. It offers a neat, morally 
elevated conclusion to some¬ 
thing horribly complex. It can 
even feel as if — in witnessing 
a victim forgive a heinous act 
— we might all be absolved. 

But forgiveness is not the 
end of any story. And it is does 
not save us from the ways we, 
too, are culpable. 

We are part of societies 
that still breed racism, and we 
should be held accountable 
for whether we try to change 
that. There is suffering in other 
parts of the world that turns 
boys into torturers, and we 
have a responsibility to at least 
understand — and perhaps 
help alleviate — that suffering. 
Lindhout thought as much 
when she travelled to Somalia 
to report in 2008, and thinks 
so now, having established a 
charity there.

Breathing easier with the flu

Drug shows 
promise in 
fighting fatal 
flu symptoms

Researchers from St. Michael’s 
and Sunnybroolc hospitals 
think they have found a way 
to prevent people from dying 
from the flu. 

Between 2,000 and 8,000 
people die annually as a result 
of complications from the virus, 
according to the Public Health 
Agency. Another 12,000 are 
hospitalized, says Dr. Warren 
Lee, the head researcher behind 
this study, which was recently 
published in the journal Scien¬ 
tific Reports. 

Regardless of the strain of 
flu (be it avian, swine or other), 
the leading cause of death is 
respiratory failure, says Lee, 
who is also a physician in the 
critical care unit at Toronto’s 
St. Michael’s. When someone 
has the flu, tiny blood vessels 
in the lungs start leaking fluid, 
causing them to fill up, making 
it difficult to breathe. 


Lee says rather than try to 
inoculate people against the 
virus (of which there are scores 
of variations that are constantly 
mutating), researchers decided 
to target the body’s response to 
the flu by stopping the blood 
vessels from leaking. 

The team tested the drug Vas- 
culotide on mice and found 80 


per cent of those that received 
it survived whichever virus 
they were infected with, com¬ 
pared to the 100 per cent death 
rate for mice that didn’t. Lee 
says Vasculotide was effective 
against three different types of 
viruses (including H1N1, the 
swine flu that’s killed more 
than 400 people since 2009). 

This isn’t a cure for influ¬ 
enza, he says, but rather a way 
to help the body fight off the 
deadliest symptom, which dis¬ 
proportionately affects those 
with weaker immune sys¬ 
tems such as children and the 
elderly. 

This is a timely discovery

as a study of the 2014-15 sea¬ 
son’s flu vaccine, which pro¬ 
tects against three or four of 
the most dominant strains of 
influenza, found it was only 
23 per cent effective, says Dr. 


Danuta Slcowronslci, epidemi¬ 
ology lead for influenza and 
emerging respiratory viruses 
at the BC Centre for Disease 
Control. In fact, one strain, the 
H2N3, had an effectiveness rate 
of zero, she adds. 

There are a number of issues 
that plague the annual shot, 
says Dr. Allison McGeer, direc¬ 
tor of infectious control at To¬ 
ronto’s Mount Sinai Hospital. 
For one, the virus is constantly 
mutating, adapting to protect 
itself against potential cures. 

Beyond requiring people to 
get inoculated each year (re¬ 
sulting in people opting out 
from getting the vaccine be¬ 


cause of the hassle), it also 
means researchers are con¬ 
stantly having to tweak the for¬ 
mula. And because it changes 
so quickly, they don’t have as 
much time as needed to actual¬ 
ly study the virus, resulting in 
a vaccine that isn’t as effective 
as one might hope. A “cure” 
for the flu — that is, one shot 
that protects against all strains 
administered eveiy few years 
— is still decades away. 

The shot isn’t as effective in 
older people or those who have 
chronic underlying illnesses, 
McGeer says — and those are 
people who are typically most 
at risk for complications as a 
result of the flu. 

None of the doctors recom¬ 
mended doing away with the 
annual vaccine. “What we need 
(is) more alternative treatments 
to the ones currently available,” 
says Slcowronski. 

That’s where Lee’s research 
comes in. Though the initial 
test run was positive, he says 
it’s still a ways off before the 
treatment is available for hu¬ 
man patients. First, the doctors 
have applied for a patent on the 
drug, and will then start shop¬ 
ping around for more research 
funding. However, bringing a 
drug like Vasculotide to market 
is a costly endeavour and isn’t 
likely to happen without gov¬ 
ernment or private (such as a 
pharmaceutical company) back¬ 
ing. The drug likely won’t be 
available for 10 years, he says. 

In the meantime, he hopes 
to test the treatment on other 
forms of disease that cause 
leaky lungs, such as pneu¬ 
monia.

Sun protection factor (SPF) 
confuses many consumers 

A recent American study, 
published June 17 in the 
JAMA Dermatology journal, 
revealed that large numbers 
of consumers are lost when 
it comes to the terminology 
on the bottles of sunscreen 
they buy, a confusion that 
could lead to sunburns or 
worse. Though most follow 
the basic rules of sun pro¬ 
tection, many don't know 
what they are buying, ac¬ 
cording to researchers. 

"They think that SPF 
means everything," says Dr. 
Roopal Kundu, a dermatolo¬ 
gist in charge of this study. 
"Just because you buy SPF 
100 doesn't mean you are 
100 per cent protected. 
Staying out of the sun is the 
only way to guarantee 100 
per cent protection." afp

GLASTONBURY FESTIVAL 

Petition gets 
nearly 135,000 
signatures to 
boot superstar 

Glastonbury, one of the 
world’s biggest music festi¬ 
vals, gets underway Wednes¬ 
day facing angry criticism 
from some fans after rap¬ 
per Kanye West was booked 
for the prime Saturday night 
headline slot. 

Highlighting the five-day 
event’s popularity, 150,000 
tickets costing £225 ($360) 
each sold out in just 26 min¬ 
utes when they went on sale 
in October before the lineup 
at Worthy Farm in Somerset, 
southwest England, was an¬ 
nounced. 

In total, 175,000 people 
will attend Glastonbury, 
which started in 1970 — 
when admission was £1 — 



and features hundreds of 
performances on dozens of 
stages from the main¬ 
stream to the down¬ 
right bizarre. 

But the pres¬ 
ence of outspoken 
star West, who is 
married to re¬

world,” the petition reads. 
“We spend hundreds of 
pounds to attend Glasto (the 
festival’s nickname), and by 
doing so, expect a certain 
level of entertainment.” 

Emily Eavis, Glastonbury’s 
co-organizer and daughter of 
founder Michael Eavis, said 
she had even received death 
threats over the booking, 
adding the abuse had 
been “just horrible.” 

“Kanye West is mak¬ 
ing the most exciting 
music at the moment,” she 
said last month. 

“He is an amazing force as 
a performer. For us, getting 
the biggest star in the world 
was an amazing coup.” 

West is not the first U.S 
hip-hop star to headline Glas¬ 
tonbury. In 2008, Jay-Z at¬ 
tracted similar objections 
but drew one of the festival’s 
largest-ever crowds and won 
rave reviews for a set which 
riffed on the opposition he 
had faced from some fans, afp

T-Swift spurs Apple 
Music policy change

Apple reverses 
royalties policy 
after letter from 
Taylor Swift 

Taylor Swift has Apple changing 
its tune. 

Hours after the pop superstar 
criticized the giant tech company 
in an open letter posted online, 
Apple announced Sunday that it 
will pay royalties to artists and re¬ 
cord labels for music played dur¬ 
ing a free, three-month trial of 
its new streaming music service. 

“When I woke up this mor¬ 
ning and I saw Taylor’s note that 
she had written, it really solid¬ 
ified that we needed to make a 
change,” said Apple senior vice- 
president Eddy Cue in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated Press. 

Apple had already agreed to 
share revenue from paid sub¬ 
scriptions to the new Apple 
Music service, which will cost 
$10 a month. But Swift said she 
would withhold her latest album 
from the service because Apple 
wasn’t planning to pay artists 
and labels directly for the use 


of their music during the free, 
introductory period. 

“We don’t ask you for free 
iPhones. Please don’t ask us to 
provide you with our music for 
no compensation,” Swift wrote 
in an open letter posted Sunday 
on her Tumblr page, under the 
heading “To Apple, Love Taylor.” 

Apple has maintained that 
it negotiated revenue-sharing 
at rates that are slightly higher 
than the industry standard to 
compensate for the three months 
that it plans to offer its streaming 
service without charge. 

“We had factored that in,” Cue 
said Sunday. But he added, “We 
had been hearing from artists 
that this was going to be rough 
on them, so we are making this 
change.” 

Cue declined to say how much 
Apple will pay in royalties for 
streaming during the free trial 
period. 

He said Apple will share 71.5 
per cent of its revenue from paid 
subscriptions within the United 
States and 73 per cent from sub¬ 
scriptions outside the country, 
while other streaming services 
generally share about 70 per 
cent. 

Some artists and independent 


labels had worried they would 
miss out on opportunities to 
get a financial return from new 
music that is released during the 
three-month trial. Swift said she 
spoke out on their behalf. 

Swift wasn’t immediately 
available for comment on Apple’s 
change of heart. But she posted a 
reaction on Twitter late Sunday, 
saying “I am elated and relieved. 
Thank you for your words of sup¬ 
port today. They listened to us.” 

Cue wouldn’t comment on 
whether she will now make her 
album 1989 available on Apple 
Music. 

While praising Apple for de¬ 
veloping a paid music service 
that will compensate artists, 
Swift wrote, “We know that 
this incredible company has the 
money to pay artists, writers 
and producers for the 3 month 
trial period.” 

The singer and songwriter 
has been outspoken on the issue 
of compensating musicians for 
streaming music. Last year, 
Swift pulled her catalogue of 
recordings from Spotify after 
complaining about its use of her 
music on the free, ad-supported 
version of its service.

Unbelievably, Perez was 
thrown out of the game early 
in the second with a red card 
after coming out of her net and 
taking the legs out from under 
Morgan, forcing Colombia to 
use third-string goalkeeper Stef¬ 
any Castano and play a member 
short. 

The U.S. was awarded a pen¬ 
alty shot on the play, however 
Wambach shot the ball wide 


of the net. 

The States made up for that 
just a few minutes later as a hard 
shot from Morgan went off of 
Castano’s hand and into the Co¬ 
lombian net. 

The U.S. side got some insur¬ 
ance with yet another penalty 
shot in the 66th minute, this one 
a successful shot by Carli Lloyd. 

“It’s a huge match for us and a 
confidence booster,” said Lloyd, 
the player of the match.

We’re creating some chances and 
I am confident more will come.

WADA calls CFL’s drug policy 'irresponsible’

We can't stand idly by while 
a so-called professional 
organization openly ignores 
drug-taking by college 
athletes.

The World Anti-Doping Agency 
is blasting the CFL for what it 
calls an “irresponsible” drug 
policy. 

WADA director general 
David Howman released a state¬ 
ment Monday saying the league 
needs to overhaul a system that 
undermines drug education 
of amateur athletes at lower 
levels by failing to suspend 
players who test positive while 
competing in other leagues. 

“WADA believes that the 
CFL’s anti-doping program is 
outdated and, quite frankly, 
irresponsible,” said Howman. 


“We can’t stand idly by 
while a so-called pro¬ 
fessional organization 
openly ignores drug-talc¬ 
ing by college athletes 
and, in fact, welcomes 
them to the professional 
(ranks) with contracts, 
money and a ‘promise’ 
to educate them away 
from drug-talcing. 

“This essentially 
means that all the educational 
anti-doping work done at col¬ 
lege level and below in Canada 
is undermined as those who 
flout the rules ... (and) are re¬ 


warded with contracts by the 
CFL. We believe that clean ath¬ 
letes in sports across the world 
would be very disappointed 
to learn of this approach in 


Canada and that if 
the CFL respects clean 
athletes in its sport, 
they would support 
them by changing this 
attitude.” 

The CFL/CFLPA’s 2010 
drug policy states that 
an initial positive test 
requires a player to 
be subjected to man¬ 
datory testing for two 
years, but the player is neither 
named publicly or suspended. 
A second offence results in a 
three-game suspension, while 
a third positive test means the 


player receives a year-long ban. 
The CFL has said there have 
been no second positive tests 
since the program was enacted. 

Five university players did 
test positive at the CFL com¬ 
bine this spring, but three were 
drafted into the league anyway 
and signed to contracts. The 
CFL said those players will be 
treated as first-time offenders 
under the its drug protocol, 
however, their suspensions 
handed down in university 
would not be upheld in the 
professional ranks.
